and are not admitted to the benefit of His a-4'«ftie's In/empnity, nor to ſuchas are guilty of Capital Crimes, And His Majeſty having , as ſaid is, 
given ſo full proof of His Bonnty and Goodneis to His Subjects, and of His tull Pardon of all Arbitrary and Pecunial pains, extending even to theſe 
againſt Conventicles , withdrawing from Ordinances, diſorderly Baptiſms, and Marriages , His Majeſty doth expeR that this His unparallel'd 
Grace and Goodneſs will oblige all His good Subjeds to expreſs their due ſenſe of , and thankfulneſs for the ſame, by a more careful obſervance 
and due obedience to the Laws, from which nothing is to be derogat hereby as to their due obſervance in time coming, And to the end that His
